This only applies to our Southern-grown bulbs, besides which we have many acres 
of the newer kinds planted in New York and New Jersey.

A Large Acreage of Cannas 


The photographs here presented, which are sent 
us by Clucas & Boddington Co., of New York City, 
represent part of their 25-acre crop at present growing 
in the Carolinas, where they have cultivated these 


bulbs very extensively and successfully for a number 


ol years. A crop 
like this, under 
ordinary con- 
ditions, represents 
at least more than 
six hundred thou- 
sand saleable roots, 
or divided roots, 
containing two 
three or more eyes, 
which may convey 
an idea to what a 
large extent Cannas 
are now being used 
in this country. 

We are informed 
that this firm had 
last year 14 acres 
under cultivation, 
and although the 
growing season was 
a wet one, most 
favorable to the 
Canna crop, pro- 
ducing larger num- 
bers than is usual, 
the firm ran out of 
many of the leading sorts early in the year. This 
year, to provide against a recurrence, they had 
planted nearly twice this acreage; but, owing to the 
cold, dry Summer, Cannas have not dey eloped roots as 
in the past, which we find is pretty general the coun- 
try over; and, in this connection, it looks at present 
as if there will be a much smaller quantity produced 
per acre this year than there has been for many years. 

In the Southern States, where these plants are 
grown in such large numbers that they are not lifted

in the Fall and placed during the Winter under green- 
house benches, or in stormg sheds, where there Is 


always considerable shrinkage from both dry and wet 
and considerable expense incurred, but remain in 
ground, 


sometimes in trenches, protected by a 
covering of pine 
needles, or hay and 
earth, and can be 
got at conveniently 
at any time when 
wanted. Having a 
much longer season 
of growth, the roots 
are more thorough- 
ly ripened, for 
which reason they 
keep better in the 
dormant condition, 
and will store in 
barrels, when eut, 
almost as well «as 
Tuberose bulbs, if 
they are not kept 
too warm or ex- 
posed to the air. 

The varieties 
grown chiefly by 
the Clucas & Bod- 
dington Co. a.e 
those most in de- 
mand, or standard 
SOMA, WOW! 2.3 
Mme. Crozy, Chas. Henderson, Florence Vaughan, etc., 
and although the firm handles such a great num- 
ber, its lst does not comprise more than 50 sorts 
altogether. 

The concern claims that while many of the 
newer introductions of each year have some dis- 
tinctive merits, they do not show sufficient improve- 
ment over the older sorts to warrant a great outlay for 
stock, or that they will ever supersede the better- 
known varieties.
